TELEGRAMS. 


NEW RATES CRITICISED. 


Mr. LEMASS (F.F., Dublin South), on 
the report stage of the Telegraph Bill, 1928, 
asked if he would be in order in asking that 
the bill be recommitted in order to deal with 
an amendment that had not been moved— 
that the number of words in a telegram at 
the new rates be increased. 

The SPEAKER said that the deputy could 
vak on the main question. 
Mr. LEMASS said that the Minister had 

‘wetified the additional charge on telegrams 
by saying that the present oh of £115,000 
would be reduced by £69,000 this year. He 
(the deputy) believed that it would result 
in a smaller number of telegrams being sent, 
and in a greater loss. The inland tele- 
cram service had shown an almost, continuous 
decline during the last five years. The 
decline, however, had been gradually slow. 
ing Up. 

» ‘the case of foreign and Press tele- 
grams there had been a steady increase. In 
1923-24 the number of’ inland telegrams sent 
was 3.656.521; in 1924-5 the number was 
3,425,392: a decrease on the previous year 
of 250.000. In 1925-26 the number of tele- 
grams handed in was 5,195,541, a slightly 
smaller decrease than in the year previous; 
in 1926-27 the number of telegrams handed 
in was 2,991,667, and in 1927-28 it was 
2.904.908, representing a decrease of only 
87,000 on the previous year. It appeared 
from those figures that there was a possibi- 
lity of the figures for inland telegfams be- 
coming stationary alter a few years.

there had been an increase in respect 
foreign and Press telegrams. In 1923-24 the 
number of foreign telegrams handed in 


totalled 36,639; in 1924-25 the number was 
43.725; in 1925-26 it stood at 48,519; in 
1926-27 it was 57,463, and in 1927-28, 55,885. 

The total number of telegrams handed in 
at Saorstat Post Offices showed a steady de- 
cline, amounting to almost 700,000 during the 
past five years. 


THE TELEPHONES. 


It had been contended by the Minister for 
Finance and the Parliamentary Secretary 
that the loss on the telegraph service was 
due to the fact that there had been a steady 
replacing of the service by the telephones, 
“AE seem ó in Dublin and similar districts. 

e found on examining the figures given by 
the Parliamentary Secretary that, though 
there had been a decrease in the number of 
telegrams handed in in Dublin, that decrease 
was only proportionate to the decrease in the 
rest of the country. 

The increased charges proposed in the bill 
would not benefit the Exchequer, They would, 
in fact, result in a loss. For those reasons, 
and because no information had heen given 
ii regard to certain important sections of 
the bill, the House should reject it. 

Mr. BRISCOE (F.F., South Dublin), said 
that the increase in price would mean that 
people who lived near the border would go 
to the six county post offices to send their 
telegrams. The increased price would also 
mean a great hardship upon merchants such 
as egg dealers, who had to send a large num- 
ber of telegrams every day. 

Mr. GOREY (Government, Carlow-Kil- 
kenny)—What about the furniture men’ 

Mr. BRISCOE—I do not know of any furni- 
ture merchants who send their goods outside 
this State. 


“ DRIVEL.” 


Dr. HENNESSY (Government, South 
Dublin), said that he believed that he could 
make as bad a speech as any that had been 
delivered from the Opposition benches, and 
that he could do it without a decanter of 
water.

Minister accept the principle of the bill? 
A HOPELESS TASK. 


The MINISTER—I have found it hopeless 
to discover any principle in the bill, and the 
whole position leads one to the conviction 
that there is no clear view on the part of the 
introducers of the bill as to what they in- 
tended, and a more absurd piece of legislatiou 
it would not be possible to imagine. 

It seemed to him, he added, that tney 
were endeavouring to pander to a desire ou 
the part of some of the members of the Fianna 
Fail Party to destroy the Local Appoint- 
ments Commissioners. 

Deputy de Valera had suggested that there 
had been corruption in the Local Appoint. 
ments Commission. If that impression created 
on him was wrong he would be glad to have 
it made clear. He was prepared to stand 
over the Act of 1926 as a suitable piece of 
legislation enabling them to get proper local 
services if there never was corruption in the 
country at all. If there were details to sub- 
stantiate the charge that the work of the 
Local Appointments Commission was tinged 
with corruption, those details should be given. 

“Our attitude in the matter,” said the 
Minister, “is that if machinery earrying out 
the work of local authority is to be fit, we 
must have satisfactory machinery for seeing 
that persons entering the local authorities 
employment are fit be their positions, and 
that there is fairness and justice to all con- 
cerned. We shall leave nothing undone to 
improve that machinery.”

1923 that had been received with such 

pular approval as that setting up tne 
por Appointments Commission. The country 
wanted the Act, but not the amendment, 
Dr. Ward had referred to the question of

Wolfe. ‘‘It is a national asset to the country 
this toleration and freedom from bigotry 
which exists here.

HISTORICAL EVIDENCE OF 


CHRIST'S LIFE J. 


THE GOSPEL OF 


> — 


There was a Jasge INA niTó 
Graduates' Memorial Hall, Trinity College, 
Dublin, yesterday, when Canon B. H. Streeter, 
D-D., Fellow of Queen’s College, Oxford, de- 
livered the third and conclu Donnellan 
Lecture on “ Historical Evidence of the Life 
of Christ,” The Provost presided, 

_ The lecturer said that it. was the fashion 
in some quarters to speak of the Gospel story 
as a ''cuit legend.’’ In the Catholic Church, 
whether Latin or Greek, the cultus of the 
Saints was a conspicuous feature, and every 
saint had his cult legend. Take, for example, 
St. Francis of Assisi. The saint was canon- 
ised within two years of his death, and 
Thomas of Celano, one of his followers, was 
commissioned by the Pope to produce the 
requisite cult legend, and he did so within a 
year. Later on companions of the saint were 
asked to send in reminiscences to provide 
him with materials for a supplementary 
volume, and he then produced the supple- 
ment, known as the Second Life of Celano. 
To the student of the life of Christ, the 
Gospel of Mark was the analogue of the first 
life of Celano; the second life corresponded 
to those parts of Matthew or Luke which 
appeared to be based on non- sources. 
t was by no means improbable that Mark, 


in the 


like Celano, wrote at the request of the 
Church at Rome. The rsecution of 
Nero would have left a breach between that 


Church and the oral tradition of the Apostolic 
Age, which had only been bridged by some 
written documents. Here the personality of 
Mark became uniquely important. It was to 
his mother’s house in Jerusalem that Peter 
went on his escape from prison, and found 
there the Church assembled, praying. It was 
probable that Mark was himself an eye- 
witness of some of the events of the Passion 
Week, and he would certainly have heard the 
story of it from eye-witnesses. From “ Paul 
to the Corinthians”’ they had evidence that 
Mark was in Rome shortly before the 
Neronian persecution, and if the First Epistle 
of Peter was authentic he was still in Rome 
at @ somewhat later date in attendance on 
Peter. The fact that Mark was one of the 
principal sources used by the Syrian Gospel 
of Matthew, and the Western Gospel of Luke 
testified for a wide and early circulation; 
while the phenomena of the Synoptic problem 
gave no support to the theory that there ever 
existed an earlier form of this document. 
Internal evidence fitted in with the external. 
MARK AND PETER. 

In A.D. 70 the Temple at Jerusalem was 
completely destroyed by Titus, and it was a 
reasonable inference that the Gospel of Mark 
was written before that date. e tradition 
that its author was at one time closely con- 
nected with Peter was borne out by the 
contents of the Gospel. The first incident 
recorded of Christ was the call of Peter to 
discipleship, and the third was the healing 
of Peter’s wife's mother, and an incident 
in which Peter took the lead occurred the 
next morning. On several occasions incidents 
were recorded at which only Peter, James 
and John were present. Even more strikin 
was the fact that incidents were record 
which, if they happened, must have been 
deeply burned into Peter's memory, and to which 
in his teaching he would be likely to refer 
in the same spirit in which St. Paul refers 
to the fact that he once persecuted the 
Church of Christ. 

If they accepted the title ‘‘ Cult-Legend '' 
as the description of the Gospel of Mark, it 
must be with the qualification that it be- 
longed to the class of cult legends composed 
‘by persons who were in a position to be 
reasonably well informed about the facts. 
In the Gospel of Mark they had a collection 
of reminiscences of scenes in the earlier part 
of his ‘public career, followed by a close and 
probably accurate account of the last week 
in Jerusalem, and the events that led up to 
it. Eusehius (circa A.D. 325), the learned 
historian of the Church, told them that the 
most ancient manuscript of Mark known to 
him ended with the words, ‘‘ For they were 
afraid ’’ (Mark xvi. 8), and omitted the 
account of appearances aftcr the Resurrec- 
tion found in the common text. The oldest 
Greek, Syriac, Armenian, and Georgian 
versions broke off at. the same point, while 
certain other Greek, Latin, and Coptic MSS. 
implied the same text, but added a verse 
commonly known as the shorter ending. 
Fortunately, in a document at least ten 
years older than Mark they had a list of 
the appearances. In Paul's First Letter to 
the Corinthians he quoted as a tradition 
older than his own time—‘‘I delivered unto 
you, first of all, that which also I received,” 
—a summary list of the appearances after 
the Resurrection, as follows :—‘' He appenne’ 
to Cephas; then to the Twelve; then He 
appeared to over five hundred brethren at 
once, of whom the greater part remain until 
now, but some are fallen asleep; then He 
appeared to James, then to all the Apostles; 
and last of-all, as unto one born out of due 
time, He appeared to me also.”’ 

THE APPEARANCES, . 

The natural inference was that that list 
was received by Paul directly from has 
(Peter) and James, whom he visited for fifteen 
Gays at Jerusalem. It was, therefore, a piece 
of historical evidence of quite primary im- 
portance. Unfortunately, it told them nothing 
of the place or the manner of the Appear- 
ances; and the way in which Paul spoke of 
them would be compatible with the view 
that they were visions of Christ in heaven, 
similar to that experienced by himself on the 
road to Damascus. The conflict of evidence 
as to the place of the first Appearance was 
striking, but the lecturer could not doubt 
that Mark, followed by Matthew, was correct 
in making the first Appearances in Gallilee. 
lt was highly probable that the later Appear- 
ances, of ‘those mentioned by Paul, took 
place after the return of the Apostles to 
Jerusalem. The task of the historian, as 
such, was ended when he had indicated the 
most probable view as regards the time and 
place of the Appearances, and had emphasised 
the fact that those who saw them were 
absolutely convinced, not only of their objec- 
tive character, but also that this objectivity 
was different in kind from that of the visions 
frequently mentioned as a source of guidance 
or revelation. 

The interval of time between the actual 
events and the date at which the story of 
Christ’s birth and childhood was put in 
writing was, on a _ conservative estimate, 
eighty years. Near the oh gore. of His 
— career, Jesus gathered round him a 

nd of followers who were in constant 
and were profoundly 


attendance on Him, 
and deeds right 


moved by His words 
down to the end, Indubitably there 
were plenty of persons interested in 
Him, and able to attest His words and 
actions. Of the circumstances of His birth, 
however, none but His parents could have 
had first-hand knowledge, so that the events 
themselves were no longer matters of public 
concern to numerous persons, but of an 
obscure and private character. Nowhere, 
however. in the whole range of literature 
did they find a story of childhood told with 
such exquisite beauty as in the opening 
chapters of Luke. To apply to such a story 
the razor of critical analysis was, from a 
literary and artistic point of view, something 
of a desecration. — 

The Provost expressed thanks to the lec- 
turer for the extremely inferesting and 
stimulating course that he had given them, 
He was extremely glad to welcome Canon 
Streeter, because he represented a famous 
university, and also Queen’s College, Oxford, 
which had been connected by close ties with 
Trinity College, Dublin, He need not tell 
them how learned a scholar or ingenious a 
thinker Canon Streeter was, but: what he 
admired most about him was the intellectual 
candour of his mind, and his freedom from 
bias on a matter of such vital importance.

Mr. Justice Hanna asked whether they had 
a Betting Act of their own in Northern 
Ireland or whether they were controlled by 
the Finance Act of 1906.

Mr. Justice Sullivan, giving judgment dis- 
charging the conditional order, said that he 
could see nothing in the Betting Act of 1926 
to suggest that the words '' ordinarily reside 
in Section 3 did not bear their ordinary mean- 
ing. Having considered the facts relied on 
by Mr. Shaw, his lordship held that he could 
not in any sense of the word be described as 
resident in the Free State. 

Mr. Justice Hanna, agreeing, said that Mr. 
Shaw had his permanent abode admittedly in 
Belfast, and merely came to the Free State to 
attend the race meetings. The words

APPEAL IN KILLARNEY CASE. 
(BEFORE THE CHIEF JUSTICE, MR. JUSTICE 
FITZGIBBON AND MR. JUSTICE 

MURNAGHAN.) | 

An appeal came on for hearing from an 
order of Mr. Justice Sullivan, Mr. Justice 
Hanna and Mr. Justice O'Byrne in the High 
Court discharging a conditional order in the 
fishery prosecution case of Michael Tagney v. 
the District Justice of Killarney, in which 
questions were raised affecting not only the 
conviction of Michael Tagney, but also the 
validity of the District Justice’s record of the 
conviction and the application to the case of 
the rules of the District Court. 

Mr. Moloney, K.C., Mr. George Gavan 
Duffy and Mr. T. J. Connolly (instructed by 
Messrs. MacCarthy, Hanrahan and Moloney) 
appeared for the appellant; and Mr. Bewley, 
K.C., and Mr. Finlay (instructed by Mr. 
Maurice McCartie) for the respondent. 

The appeal was brought on behalf of the 
plaintiff in the High Court and the defendant 
in the local District Conrt, Mr. Michael 
Tagney, hirer of motor cars, of Innisfallen 
Hotel, and Clarke’s Garage, Cork. It ap- 
peared that he had been prosecuted before 
the District Court Justice of Killarney under 
Section 2, Sub-sections 2 and ó, of the 
Fisheries Act, 1924 (No. 6), on the charge of 
having had in his possession on the 15th 
January, 1927, at Danesfort, in the district of 
Killarney, 151 salmon caught in the river 
during the annual close season. According to 
the evidence it appeared he had at the house 
of Patrick Lynch a lorry of fish cases con- 
taining 131 salmon. The fishery inspector of 
Killorglin, Mr. Alfred Dodd, proved that the 
offence alleged had been committed within 
the close season in the Cork and Killarney 
districts. The defendant gave no evidence. 

The District Justice convicted the defend- 
ant, imposing a fine of £3, and a further fine 
under the section of £2 for every salmon, 
amounting in all to 

A minute of the conviction was made by 
the clerk immediately after the hearing in 
the Justice’s Minute Book—Form 19, Appendix 
A, Schedule I., of the new District Court 
Rules of 9th July, 1927, as follows :— 
‘Defendant convicted and ordered to pay 
for fine £265, and for costs the sum of £3 3s., 
two-thirds of fine to be awarded to 
Killorglin Fishery Conservators, and one- 
third to Chief Superintendent Clinton, who 
was the means of bringing the offender to 
justice. To be paid in eight days or, in 
default. warrant for distress to issue. In 
default of distress, defendant to be imprisoned 
in Cork for six months, with hard labour, 
unless sum be sooner paid, said fine being £3, 
and £262 further fine in respect of 131 
salmon.’ 

After the service of the conditional order of 
certiorari, the District Justice, at the request 
of the solicitor for the prosecutor, made up a 
formal order on the 9th of July, 1927. in ac- 
cordance with Form 20 of Appendix A, 
Schedule I., of the District Court Rules, which 
contained the following, in addition to the 
order already mentioned :—‘‘ And I do further 
adjudge and order that the said 131 salmon, 
together with the instruments by which same 
were caught, shal] be forfeit.” 

In support of the appeal, and in the Court 
below apparently, it was contended that the 
conviction must stand of fall be the record 


meng 4 after the hearing on the 5th of May, 
and that that record could not be implemented 
in any way by the formal document on Form

of July. It was further submitted that the 
conviction was bad by reason of imposing a

N. Robinson 
and Co., was in occupation of the premises 
as tenant to the predecessors in title of the 
plaintiff company, and after the assignments 
continued in occupation and ape rent to the 
plaintiffs. In 1925 the plaintiffs were desirous 
of obtaining possession of the premises, and 
served notice to quit upon William Robinson, 
and issued a writ of summons for possession, 
and moved for final judgment. On the hear- 
ing of the motion an affidavit was filed by 
the defendant, Norman Henry Shields Robin- 
son, alleging that some 17 or 18 years ago, 
when he was manager for William Robinson, 
he arran and negotiated with Thomas 
McCormick for the tenancies of the premises, 
and that, as the premises were in a derelict 
condition, Thomas McCormick represented to 
Norman Henry Shields Robinson that if sub- 
stantial improvements were carried out and

Robinson and Elizabeth M. Robinson his 
The plaintiffs were not aware of 


executors. 
the terms. upon which the tenancy was 
created by Thomas McCormick and were 


unable to contradict the statement of Norman 
H. S. Robinson, but contended that upon the 
facts stated that the tenancy was a tenancy 
for the life of William Robinson only, if at 
was more than a tenancy from year to year. 
The defendant, Norman Robinson, contended 
that the tenancy was a tenancy for the re- 
mainder of the term of the lease, and that 
the same was vested in the defendants as 
personal representatives of William Robinson, 
The defendants denied that William Robin- 
son, deceased, was at any time tenant of the 
remises Nos. 10 and 11 South Princes street, 
but that the tenant was Norman H. 8. Robin- 
son, and no other person, and that the 
tenancy was in each case a business asset 
of S. N. Robinson and Co. The negotiations 
for the tenancy were in each case carried on 
between Thomas McCormick and Norman 
8. Robinson, without reference to William 
Robinson. It was.a term of the contract 
between Thomas McCormack and Norman 
Robinson that the tenancy in.each case should 
continue sq long as the rent should continue 
to be paid and the premises kept in repair. 
On the faith of this agreement Norman Robin- 
son expended upwards of £500 putting the 
premises in complete repair. The defendants 
submitted that it was intended between the 
paities to the contract that the tenancy 
should be coterminous with the reversion, or, 
alternatively, should continue during the lifs 
of the defendant Norman Robinson. The rent 
of the premises had been paid and the pre- 
mises had been kept in repair in accordance 
with the contract of tenancy. Defendants 
counter-claimed an order that the plaintifis 
execute to Norman Robinson a lease of each 
of the premises at the rent mentioned in the 
statement of claim for the residue of the 
term for which the plaintiffs hold, or, alterna- 
tively, for the life of Norman Robinson. 
For the plaintiffs, Mr. Johnson, secretary 
of plaintiff company from its inception, and 
assistant-secretary of the old company, said 
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that he never heard of any agreement oí the 
kind mentioned by the defendants with regard 
to the South Princes street premises. A 
minute appeared in the company’s books 
mentioning that the premises had been let by 
Mr. Thomas McCormick, and stating the rent. 

Thomas McCormick gave evidence of 
making lettings to Mr. Norman Robinson. 
The first letting was at £30 a year on con- 
dition that he put the premises in repair. 
Witness put the proposal before his board and 
it was accepted.

Norman Robinson that his proposal was 
accepted, Mr. Robinson said: “ What about 
an agreement?" and witness said there was 
no necessity, that as long as he paid the rent

“A GREAT IDEA.” 
DR, STARKIE’S VIEW OF 
THE PLAY. 


Dr. Walter Starkie, in giving his 
opinion of the play in a letter to Dr. W. 
B. Yeats, says :— 

I have been in Spain for the past two 
months, and when I returned I found Sean 
O’Casey’s play waiting for me. I have read 
it several times very carefully, and I want 
to give you my opinion. In order to prepare 
my mind for “ The Silver Tassie ey read 
over again the three published plays of Sean 
O’Casey. The present play is a new depar- 
ture: it is written around a great and noble 
idea. In “ The Plough and the Stars.” 
when we. penetrate beneath the tragedy of 
Nora Clitheroe, Bessie and Fluter Good we 
discover that the play is a pacifist one writ- 
ten against war. 

It is the poor who really suffer and are 
sacrificed in war. But this moral is drama- 
tically compelling only because we have been 
excited and moved by the sufferings of those 
characters who came upon the stage and 
impressed their reality upon us. In ‘ The 
Silver Tassie’’ the characters seem to come 
from a shadow world: théy are not beings 
of flesh and blood. I know Bessie Burgess 
and Mollser, and I shall always remember 
their faces and their actions. do not re- 
member the characters of ‘ The Silver 
Tassie.” 

I feel that the Author had a great idea at 
the back of his mind and fugitive symbols 
presented themselves to him, but he was not 
able to create, as he did before, living men 
and women, The play seems to me to decline 
act by act from the beginning. The first act 
is masterly, because the author seemed still 
to be attached to the roots of his native 
city. I visualise the scene of the first act in 
Dublin. The second act struck me as re- 
sembling the dream play in Toller’s “Masser 
and Men.” By means of original effects of 
production I can imagine such a scene, with 
its weird verse-chanting, making an “P eal, 

The last acts seemed to me lacking in 

depth. The characters are fainter; and I 
feel as if the author was already tired of his 
creations. I feel that he has seen those 
hospitals ‘of the war, and has suffered ; but 
it is all so huge that it blurs his vision. Many 
visions, many ideas crowd in his mind, but he 
is unable to make the synthesis and: enclose 
them within the framework of drama. 
In spite of all this, I feel that the author 
is experimenting in a new world of drama— 
for this reason I feel strongly that the Abbey 
Theatre should produce the play. Seán 
O'Casey has given us so many fine works 
that we ought to leave the final decision with 
the audience thate has laughed and wept 
with him. He is groping after a new drama 
outside the conventional stage; at any 
moment he may make a great discovery.—

If W. B. Yeats had known me as faintly 
as he thinks he knowe me, well, he wouldn't 
have wasted his time—and mine—making 
such a suggestion; I am too big for this sort 
of mean and petty shuffling, this lousy per- 
version of the truth. There is going to pe 
no damned secrecy with me surrounding tue 
Abbey's rejection of the play. - Does ne 
think that 1 would practice in my life the 
prevarication and wretchedness that I laugh 
at in my plays” i 
Since the play hasn't been accepted, it has 
been rejected, and let the middle course be 
cut, for those to whom the world is a crawling 
Limbo.

THINGS THAT DO NOT MATTER. 
In the course of his reply to Dr. Yeats, 
most of which has been published in these 
columns, Mr. O'Casey wrote :— 
There seems to me to be no reason to 
comment upon whether you read my play in 
Rapallo or Dublin, or whether you read my 
play before or after reading your fellow- 
directors’ opinions, or whether the Abbey 
these things do not matter, and so we'll hang 
them up on the stars. 
And we'll send into exile for the present the 
dogmatism and splenetic age,” and have a 
look at the brood of opinions these have left 
behind them. 
“How do you know that I am not 
interested in the Great War,” he asks, and 
he adds: “ Your statement is to me an 
impudently ignorant one to make; for it 
happens that. 1 was, and am, passionately 
and intensely interested in the Great 
War.” He then adds :— 
I’ve been with the armless, the legless, the 
blind, the gassed and the hithahontied: one 
with a head bored by shrapnel who had to 
tack east and tack west. before he could 
reach the point he wished to get to; with 
one whose head rocked like a frantic moving 
pendulum. Did you know “ Pantosser,”’ and 
did you ever speak to him? Or watch his 
funny, terrible antics, or listen to 
the gurgle of his foolish thoughts? 
No. Ah, it’s a pity you never saw or 
never spoke to “ Fantosser.” Or did you 
know Barney Fay, who got field punishment 
No. 1 for stealin’ poulthry (an Estaminay 
cock, maybe) behind the trenches, in the rest 
camps, out. in France’ And does war con- 
sist only of hospital wards and battlefields? 
You say: ‘‘You illustrate these opinions 
by a series of almost unrelated scenes as you 
might in a leading article.” I don’t know 
very much about leading articles, though I 
may possibly have read them when I had 
the mind of a kid, so I don’t quite get your 
meaning here. And do you know what you 
are thinking about when you talk of eadiae 
articles, or do you know what you are talk. 
ing about when you think of leading articles”? 
Surely to God, Mr. Yeats, you don’t read 
leading articles ! 
_I have pondered in my heart your expres- 
sion that “ the history of the world must be 
reduced to wall-paper,” and I can find in it 
only the oft sr EA bigness of a pretentious 
hrase. thank you, out of mere politeness; 
but I must refuse even to try to do it. That 
is exactly, in my opinion (there goes a cursed 
Opinion again), what most of the Abbey 
dramatists are tryyiy to do—building up, 
building up little worlds of wallpaper, and 
hiding striding life behind it all. . . . . 
When I have created the very, vety thin 
you are looking for—something unique—you 
shout out: ‘‘ Take, oh, take this wine away, 
and, for God's sake, bring me a pot of small 
beer.”” 
It is all very well and very easy to 
that ‘‘dramatic action must ~ burn 
author's opinions. lhe best way, and the 
only way, to do that is to burn up the 
author himself. What's the use of writing 
a play that’s just as like a camel as a whale? 
And was there ever a play, worthy of the 
name of play, that did not contain one or 
two or three opinions of the author that 
wrote it? And the Abbey Theatre has pro- 
duced plays that were packed skin-tight with 
the author’s opinions—the plays of Shaw, for 
instance. 
Whether Hamlet and Lear educated Shake- 
speare, or Shakespeare educated Hamlet and 
Leavy, I don’t know the hell, and I don’t 
think you know eitner. 
Your statement about “, psycholo- 
gc unity and unity of action .. ., 
ramatic action is a fire that must burn up 
LENAR but itselí the history of 
the world must be reduced to wallpaper in 
front of which the characters must pose and 
speak while an author is writing he 
has no business to know anything that isn't 
a part of the action . . . are, to me, glib, 
glib ghosts. It seems to me they have aan 
made, and will continue to be spoken for ever 
and ever by professors in schools for the 
culture and propagation of the drama. (I 
was nearly saying the Gospel.) I have held 
these infants in my arms a thousand times, 
and they are all the same—fat, lifeless, 
wrinkled. things that give one a pain in his 
belly looking at them.

NORTH AND SOUTH. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THLE IRISH TIMES. 

Sirn,—There are one or two points in Mr. 
Walker's further lettergin your issue of to-day 
that call for some comment. He states that 
the original members of the Northern Senate 
were ncminated by Sir James Craig. ‘The 
only “personal knowledge’’ that I have on 
the subject is what I read at the time in the 
daily Press, and I feel pretty certain that it 
was the Northern House of Commons, as 
provided by the Act of 1920, that elected the 
Senators. 

When a commissioner is appointed to hold 
an inquiry I fail to gee how he can possibiy 
judge 1f a scheme put before him is “ fair ' 
or “unfair,” if no one appears to. “ show 
cause '" against it. Anything to which there 
is no opposition would naturally be passed, 
and why Mr. Walker should assume these 
schemes to be unfair I do not know. The old 
system was far worse. The electoral divisions 
were of most varying size: some had only 40 
or 60 voters, others 400 or £00; but each 
returned two members. The present divisions 
have, on the whole, much the same number 
of voters in each—in Fermanagh, at all 
events. 

As regards proportional representation, if 
it is the only ‘just system, ' and the old 
single-member divisions were an “unjust ” 
one, why is it that the Imperial Parliament 
has stuck to the latter and only adopted the 
other for a few university constituencies? 
was formerly decidedly in favour of pro- 
portional representation myself, and still con- 
sider :t (except for the objection I have 
already mentioned) not a bad thing in an 
urban constituency where the area is small ; 
but it 13 not suited to a very large area of, 
perhaps, two counties, such as Tyrone and 
Fermanagh. Incidentally, I may point out that 
in the latter constituency it favours the 
Unionists, who always get four cut of the 


eight seats: nnder the old system in the 
Imperial Parliament they rarely had more 
than two out of six. 

With your’ correspondent’s concluding 


remarks all will agree; but | feel sure. how- 
ever, that the objections to ‘ partition’’ in 
parliamentary matters, that some people have, 
would quite disappear if (1) the Northern 
Government would treat the minority as fairly 
as, on the whole, the Free State Government 
has so far done, with regard to appointments 
in paréicular; and (2) if the “ Customs ” bus 
ness could be got rid of by the establishment 
of some arrangement on the lines of the 
German Zollverein. The latter included not 
only such diverse elements as Prussia and tne 
various South German States, but also the 
independent Grand Duchy of Luxemburg.—

CRUELTY TO BIRDS. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMFS 
Sin,—The fact that the lark seen by Miss 
Bourchier was “ fluttering ceaselessly and 
beating its wings against the bars” of its 
cage. points pretty clearly to a conelusion 
that it was a recently caught bird, and in 
that case the owner is guilty of an offence 
against the existing law, and liable to a 
substantial fine. Under the present law it 
is illegal either to trap, or to have in one's 
“boven eg recently trapped, larks at any time 
etweeh March Ist’ and August Ist, or in 
County Dublin for the longer period, March 


ist to December Ist. The difficulty in a 
prosecution is to prove to a magistrate’s 
satisfaction that the bird was “recently 


caught’; but it seems highly unlikely that 
a lark would still be struggling (and alive) 
after more than three months’ captivity. 
The Irish Society for the Protection ol 
Birds jis still determined to press for fresn 
legislation on the lines of the bill rejected 
Jast year; but that bill did not propose to 
prohibit altogether the caging of larks or 
of any other birds, and it is at least ques- 
tionable whether public opinion would 
approve of a course so drastic as that. Mr. 
Alfred Byrne is entitled to the thanks of 
hird-lovers for having again raised the ques- 
tion ip yesterday’s Dail.—Yours, etc.,

LEAGUE OBJECTS. 


SOME PRACTICAL 
RESULIS. 
———— 


“ Some Practical Objects of the League of 
Nations ” was the title of a lecture delivered 
by Froken Henni Forchhummer in the 
Engineers’ Hall, Dawson street, Dublin, last 
night. 7 

The lecturer, who was received 
applause by a lirge audience, expressed the 
Ae which it gave her to address an 
Irish audience. She had been in the Assembly 
when Ireland was admitted to the League of 
Nations, and she had great pleasure in work- 
ing on various Committees of the Leagua and 
meeting some of their distinguished country- 
men. 

There was a time when the relations between 
Ireland and Denmark were not of the very 
best—(laughter)—but that was só long ago 
that it was forgotten. They were now the 
best of friends, and she huped that they 
would always remain so. 

It was her object that night to tell them 
something of practical work that the League 


was doing, and especiaily some of the 
humanitarian activities of the League. 
Hygiene was one of the objects: that the 
Covenant had imposed on the League of 


Natiqns, to minimise disease and sickness. 
Anotfr thing, was the question of dealing in 
opium, and also the question of traffic in 
women and children. As regards the latter 
question, she would not go into it very deeply, 
as she would give a lecture on it on Monday. 
When the delegates meet in Geneva every 
September six Committees are temporarily set 
up to deal with various questions, political, 
financial, etc. One Committee dealt with the 
humanitarian question, and when. the dele 
gates went there they discussed the question 
of traffic in women and children. Over forty 
countries had promised to take part in this 
section of the work of the League. 
EPIDEMIC CONTROL. 

The questson of hygiene had given excellent 
results already. The health organisation had 
been doing splendid work. They’ knew that 
after every war epidemic diseases spread to 
an alarming extent, and sometimés carr‘ed 
away more people than were killed. in the 
war. The last war was no exception, and 
typhus, cholera, etc., spread. It spread prin- 
cipally from Russia into neighbouring 
countries, and threatened to spread further on. 
That was in the summer of 1920. 

The Council of the League appointed a 
small committee to go into Poland and other 
countries, and in a comparatively short time 
Poland was cleared of typhus and cholera, 
and the doctors were sent to Russia to help 
Russia to organise her fight against these 
diseases. Although in 1920 and 1921 Russia 
was infected all over with these diseases. in 
the course of a year or so the percentage got 
so low that Russia had no more of these 
diseases than it always had. 

_Bince then that section of the League was 
‘ighting many other diseases—malaria and 
sleeping sickness, which was a terrible. 
scourge in Africa. Thev had set un a Cancer 
Committee to’ try to find the real cause of 
cancer and to discover a cure. © They were 
also looking into the question of infant 
mortality. They were also educating doctors 
in what was going on in other countries in 
the matter of treating disease and sickness. 

; OTHER QUESTIONS. 

The lecturer then spoke of what the League 
of Nations had done in connection with 
prisoners of war after the signing of the 
Armistice, and described the work of the 
League in helping refugees in the Near East. 
Senator J. G. Douglas presided. 

Senator O'Farrell proposed a vote of thanks 
to the lecturer. He was struck by ber mar- 
vellous mastery of a language that was not 
her own. .He cbuld not help thinking what 
a fine thing it would be if half the Enelish- 
speaking people could master it half so well. 
Professor Mary Hayden seconded the 
resolution, which was passed with enthusiasm.

DROWNED. 


To-day an inquest will be held at Howth 
on the body of John Angustus Clenaghan, 
schoolboy, son of Mr. Hugh Clenaghan, 
Artane Rows, Artane, County Dublin, who 
was drowned at lreland’s Eve on Thursday. 

With about fourteen other boys, John 
Clenaghan visited Ireland's Eye on Thurs- 
day.

The Grigh Times 
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A Storm in a Tassie. 


A difference of opinion exists between 
Mr. Sean O'Casey and the directors of the 
Abbey Theatre. Mr. O'’Casey’s plays, 
“Juno and the Paycock’’ and “ The 
Plough and the Stars,” won instant success 
by reason of their novelty and force. Then 
he wrote a play, “The Silver Tassie, 
which deserts the tenements of Dublin 
and deals with the Great War. He offered 
it to the directors of the Abbey Theatre, 
who found themselves constrained, alas! 
to receive it pollice verso. They felt that 
virtue—though not, as the event has 


| proved, vigour of language—had gone out 


of Mr. O’Casey when he abandoned the 
slums, and that the new play’s production 
would profit neither its author nor their 
theatre. It was one of those delicate 
situations which pose the question: 
“What should A do?” On “the one hand, 
the Abbey Theatre’s debt to Mr. O'Casey 
was large; on the other, the directors 
had a solemn sense of duty to “ art.” 
They took refuge in tact and volubility. 
Mr. W. B. Yeats suggested that, in order 
that the fact of rejection might be veiled, 
Mr. O'Casey should be invited to “‘ with- 
draw ” “ The Silver Tassie.’’ Furthermore, 
in a long and fatherly letter, he criticised 
the play. “I am sad and discouraged,” 
he said. “You have no subject. . . . 
You are not interested in the Great War; 
you never stood on its battlefields or 
walked its hospitals Mr. O’Casey’s 
various replies teem with what Bret 
Harte called ‘sabre-cuts of Saxon 
speech.” He ridicules Mr. Yeats’s 
judgment—which, indeed, is ridiculous— 
that a man who has not fought 
in battles cannot write about them. He 
talks of a “lousy perversion of truth.” 
He declares his belief that his play has 
been rejected not because it is bad, but 
because it is good. 

‘The Silver Tassie ”’ 
tilted, and we have no means to judge 
whether Mr. Yeats or its author—whether 
suavity or brutality—presents the better 
case. Apart from its merits, however, 
the controversy has a public interest. It 
is, in effect, a revelation of the perils 
which, at this time (as, perhaps, in all 
former times), attend a measure of 
success in the domain of “ art.” Success- 
ful poets, dramatists, novelists, actors— 
why are they so guick to lose their sense 
of proportion and (it is nearly the same 
thing) their sense—of humour? The 
essential feature of the correspondence 
about Mr. O’Casey’s play is its portentous 
gravity. Mr. Yeats and Mr. O’Casey 
discuss the play as if its goodness or 
badness really were a matter of vast im- 
portance. They seem to be unable to 
grasp two facts. One is the fact that 
there is no question here of the stuff of 
immortality. Nobody ir this generation— 
certainly not Mr. O’Casey—has written, 
or is likely to write, immortal literature. 
Mr. O’Casey’s two acted plays are good 
and striking plays, but no better than a 
thousand which have been forgotten. If 
they survive for fifty years, they will 
survive not as plays, but as historical 


remains un- 


documents. This correspondence, with its 
assumption that posterity will be in- 
trigued by the fate of “The Silver 
Tassie,’ could have been written only in 
an Alexandrine age of English letters. 
The other fact which the correspondents 
do not grasp is the public’s indifference to 
all this talk about “art” as dis- 
tinguished from the solid achievements 
of art. It will enjoy the human aspects 
of these letters—Mr. Yeats’s embarrass- 
ment and Mr. O’Casey’s fury—but will 
have no care for their postulates and 
theories. 

The Irish public, we suspect, will be not 
only amused, but gratified, by these ex- 
changes between Mr. Yeats and Mr. 
O'Casey, It will feel—in the man-in-the- 
street’s vulgar phrase—that it is “ getting 
a bit of its own back.’’ Like other leaders 
of literary “ movements,’’ Mr. Yeats has 
been a frequent contemner of the public 
taste. He has reproached its vulgarity, 
its viciousness, its stupidity and its lack 
of vision in round terms. Now the 
patient, but not unresentful, public is in 
the consoling position of the clerical golfer 
who hired a man to swear for him. Time 
and again Mr. Yeats has denounced plain 
citizens ag Philistines. Never in his most 
gorgeously coloured dreams has the plain 
citizen found the audacity to describe that 
charge as a “‘ lousy perversion of truth.’’ 
He will be shocked, of course, by Mr.

The presence of Herr Strese- 
mann at the Wilhelmstrasse during the 
next few months will be of the greatest 
importance to Germany. So soon as the 
new Government is in working order one 
of its first tasks will be to open negotia- 
tions with the Allies concerning the 
Dawes annuities. This year the Dawes 
payments reach their maximum amount— 
namely, £125,000,000 per annum. Ger- 
many’s experts allege that she cannot 
possibly continue to pay such a huge sum 
every year, and insist that some modifica- 
tion shall be made in the terms of the 
original scheme. Hitherto the scheme 
has worked fairly well; but, if the 
Germans at this stage begin to raise 
objections to its continuance, all sorts of 
complications will ensue. From the 
German point of view, therefore, a strong 
and experienced Foreign Secretary will 
be essential. Herr Stresemann and his 
permanent secretary, Herr von Schubert, 
form, perhaps, the strongest diplomatic 
team in Europe, and, if the German 
Government is constituted without them, 
the bargaining power of the Reich will 
be impaired. 
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The St. Lawrence. 


Proposals for the harnessing of the 
upper waters of the St. Lawrence and for 
the construction of a mighty new water- 
way are the theme of controversy in 
Canada. The Toronto Correspondent of 
the Manchester Guardian reports that Mr. 
Mackenzie King is determined to carry 
the proposals into operation. It will be 
necessary to face an expenditure of 
£150,000,000, and to. negotiate an 
intricate treaty with the United States. 
Among the difficulties which beset the 
Canadian Premier in the realisation of 
the project is a widespread fear of 
entangling alliances with Canada’s 
mighty neighbour. The opposition alleges 
that Canadian sovereignty would be 
violated by the scheme, and the province 
of Quebec fears that the status of the 
famous port as Canada’s main door would 
be imperilled by the diversion of trans- 
Atlantic ships. Furthermore, the Federal 
Government has yet to reach an under- 
standing with the provinces respecting the 
ownership of power rights. The suggestion 
that the State should evade an enormous 
expenditure by inducing private com- 
panies to build the waterway in return 
for a lease of the power rights, while it 
appeals to advocates of national economy, 
is opposed strongly by Ontario and the 
West, where opinion is in favour of public 
ownership of all power sources. Mean- 
while, a battle of finance on an unpre- 
cedented scale has begun. Hitherto, 
certain large power and light corporations, 
having headquarters in Quebec, have been 
concerned in proposals for private develop- 
ment of the St. Lawrence. Now a group 
of capitalists, none of: whom previously 
was associated with power, has organised 
a concern under the name of the 
Beauharnois Power Company. This com- 
pany makes a bold tender to carry out 
the entire works in the Canadian 
section of the waterway in return 
for a concession of the whole volume 
of power—estimated at 3,000,000 horse- 
power—that will be produced. It is 
suggested that the construction of the 
international portion of the new waterway, 
lying between Ontario and New York 
State, shall be left to the United States. 
If this be the arrangement ultimately 
adopted, and if the Canadian section be 
constructed by either the Beauharnois 
Company or its federated rivals in Quebec, 
Canada will escape the adding of a new 
load to her already excessive national] 


debt. 


Royal Mummies. 


The authorities in Cairo have removed 
some of the rvoyal mummies in the 
Egyptian Museum from the public 
gallerics, At first blush it might be 
thought that this move was but another 
step in the present Egyptian policy of 
placing difficulties in the way of foreign 
students; but a writer in the Darly 
Telegraph contends that this is not ax fair 
view. For many decades, he Says, the 
remains of statesmen and warriors, whose 
names are dear to Egyptian national 
sentiment, have been exhibited in glass 
cases to the ignorant eye. The cruel head 
wounds which show the manner of death 
of King Sequenenre as he fought to drive 
out the invading Hyksos, have provided a 
morbid thrill for sightseens, careless of the 
historic significance of the exhibits. “ Peer.

“YOUNG MAN REMANDED. 


At Dundalk yesterday Gerard Toai, a 
native of Blackrock, three miles from Dun- 
dalk, was charged with the wilful murder of 
Mary Callan, the housekeeper, whose dis- 
membered body was found in a sack av the 
bottom of the Falmore quarry-hole.

‘Mr. Thomas Teevan, who appeared for the 
accused, said that he had no objection.

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EDUCATION DAY. 
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GENERAL ASSEMBLY AND 
THE NORTHERN ACT. 


REPRESENTATION OF 
THE CHURCHES. 
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From OUR Own CORRESPONDENT. 
BELFAST, Friday. 

This was Education Day at the General 
Assembly of the Presbyterian Church, and 
an important discussion took place in regard 
to the position in which the Protestant 
Churches are placed by the Northern Ireland 
Education Act. 

The Rev. William Corkey, who presented 
the report on Primary Education, said all 
was not well with Primary Education ‘in 
Ulster, and he wished to point out the 
serious position in which the Churches were 
placed by the administration of the Eduea- 
tion Act. They wished to make the Educa- 
tion Act a success, but it could never operate 
successfully as long as those who were most 
deeply interested in education were shut out 
of the system and denied representation on 
borough and regional committees. .‘lne 
Government must bear the responsibility for 
the consequences of the Act, but he did not 
for a moment believe that the Governinent 
or the Ministry of Education wished to in- 
jure the Protestant Churches. 

They had no desire to raise any religious 
antagonism towards Roman Catholics. They 
raised no objection to the considerate treat- 
ment shown to Roman Catholics, or to the 
giving of grants to sectarian training col- 
leges. What they did ask was that the 
Protestant Churches should be treated with 
the same helpfulness, and that the Govern- 
ment of Ireland Act should be interpreted 
towards the Protestant Churches in the same 
liberal spirit in. which it was being _inter- 
preted towards** the Roman. Catholics. 
The one grave defect in the Act was that no 
provision was made wliereby those who had 
carried on education and who were best able 
to assist in educational matters should be 
given that fair and reasonable representation 
on borough and regional committees to which 
they were justly entitled. 


REPRESENTATION. 

It was generally understood that the five 
members to be appointed by the Ministry 
would give representation to those who had 
been carrying on education, and that in this 
way the Protestant Churches would have a 
voice on each of the Regional Committees. 
But Lord Londonderry got the clause deleted 
when the bill was in committee stage, and 
they believed that the deletion of that clause 
was a grave injustice to the Protestant 
Churches, because it left. the appointment of 
the Regional Committee in the hands of the 
county councils an@ rural councils, who had 
their own members to consider in making ap- 
pointments, and hence it came that those 
who built up the educational system in Ulster 
were like those who built the Ark—left out- 
side in the cold and rain. 

The General Assembly was asking the Go- 
vernment to reinstate the deleted clause by 
an amending Act, so as to ensure by statute 
that those Churches which were transferring 
their schools and the children under their 
care to Regional Committees should be given 
fair and reasonable-réprésentation. on these 
cor mittees, 

The question had been raised in an acute 
form by the action of the County Armagh 
Regionai Committee in refusing to allow in 
transfer deeds the clause for securing Bible 
instruction which was approved by the 
Assembly and sanctioned by the Ministry of 
Education. 


THE TRAINING COLLEGE. 

A deputation from the Protestant churches 
had waited upon the Minister of Education 
last week, and had pointed out that the pre- 
sent arrangements for religious training and 
oversight in the Training College were not 
satisfactory, and had requested, in view of 
the special treatment given to the Roman 
Catholic Church for the training of its 
teachers, that representation should be given 
to the Protestant Churches on the Training 
College Committee. The peputation were re- 
ceived in a cordial and helpful way, and they 
were hopeful that a _ satisfactory solution 
would be found. Lord Charlemont had done 
everything possible to clear away the diffi- 
culties, and he would like to pay a tribute to 
the fairness and sympathy of the Permanent 
Secretary, Mr, Bonaparte Wyse, whose clear 
insight and kindly spirit were known to many 
meinbers of that Assembly. (Applause.) 

The Rev. Dr. Strahan, in second:ng the 
motion, said that he desired to make ii plain 
that in any criticism he made he did not take 
up an attitude of opposition to the Northern 
Government. 

Dr. Strahan also referred to the. Stranmillis 
Training College, and said that he held that 
the Protestant Churches should be adequately 
represented on that Training College Com- 
mittee. He was glad to say that that repre- 
sentation was likely to be granted, but it was 
important that it should be adequate. 

The report, with appended resolutions, was 
adopted. 

INTERMEDIATE EDUCATION. 

The Rev. John Humphries presented and 
moved the adoption of the report on Inter- 
mediate Education. 

It stated that in Northern Ireland secondary 
education seemed to be established on a 
Satisfactory basis. The same could not be 
said of the Free State. where compulsory 
Irish was responsible for the weakness of 
the system in operation. It was not only 
Protestant schools that were in difficulties, 
but the President of Maynooth College,. at 
the last annual conferring of degrees, spoke 
very plainly of this weakness. Evidently the 
Free State Board of Education did not feel 
at ease over the matter, judging from their 
latest attempt to modify their programme so 
as to allow more freedom of choice. 

The Rev. J, C. Breakey, Dublin, in second. 
ing the motion, urged the importence of look- 
ing after the religious education in the 
secondary schools. The leaders of the future 
would be almost entirely drawn from the 
secondary schools, and from the secondary 
schools went the boys who took to the medical 
profession, the Bar, and the ministry. 

The report was adopted. 


TRAINING OF TEACHERS. 

The Rev. J. L. Morrow made a statement on 
the new plans in contemplation for the 
training of teachers for national schools in the 
Free State. The Rev. Dr. Hanna drew atten- 
tion to the delay in providing a pension 
scheme for teachers »f secondary schools. 

The Rev. W. H. Hamilton, M.A. of 
Edinburgh, made his first appearance in the 
General Assembly as secretary of the Alliance 
of Reformed Churches holding the Presby- 
terian system. Mr. Hamilton announced that 
the thirteenth General Council of the Alliance 
is to take place at Boston, U.S.A., in June, 
1929, and that a Council of the Continental 
group will take place in Holland -in Septem. 
ber this year at The Hague. 


SOCIAL SERVICE. 

Mr. T. J. Kinnear delivered an important 
address on this subject, in which he stated 
that there were at- least 218 illegal betting- 
houses in Belfast, and a betting tout in 
almost every factory. He referred also to the 
demoralising influence of greyhound racing, 
and at his suggestion the Assembly adopted 
a resolution on the subject, to be sent to the/ 
Governments in Belfast and Dublin. }

Yesterday District Justice Price, sitting 
at: Rathdrum, County Wicklow, resumed the 
hearing of the charges against Matthew 
Graham, agent for the Rathdrum district of 
the Prudential Assurance Company, of con- 
spiracy to forgé and utter false death certi- 
ficates for “the purpose of. obtaining insur- 
ance money. : 

Mr. Cullen, State Solicitor, prosecuted, and 
Mr. McCarroll defended. 

Margaret Kenny, who, when unmarried, as 
Margaret Byrne was employed as a domestic 
servant by the accused, deposed to having 
been brought by him on his motor bicycle to 
Aughrim and given instructions to go in to 
Mrs. Phelan, the registrar of deaths there, to 
register the death of Luke Byrne as his 
niece, and obtain a certificate, and to say she 
was present at his death. The witness said 
that she did.this and handed back the certi- 
ficate to Graham, who had given her the fee 
for the purpose. She was no relation of 
Luke Byrne and.had not known of his death. 

Mary Byrne, Ballyshane, who had taken 
out an endowment policy, maturing in eight 
years, on her sister, said that in 1927 the 
accused called and took up the policy. He 
told her that if she surrendered it then she 
would only reveive £36, but if she left )t 
with the company she would receive £10 
bonus; and when she agreed he took up the 
policy and got her to sign a paper agreeing 
to leave if with the company, signing her 
name as Bridget Byrne, her sister’s name, 
which he said was no harm. He added that 
he would get back and keep ‘safe for her the 
receipt from the head office. On the 25th 
May last, following his arrest, he callea on 
her, telling her not to worry about the 
policy; that he had the receipt safe, and that 
the money was safe in the head office. He 
gave her a receipt for the documents, 

Other witnesses were examined. 


HUSBAND AND WIFE ALSO CHARGED.

WESTMINSTER, Friday. 

A very third-rate debate on the respective 
merits of Free Trade and Protection took 
place this afternoon on a motion submitted by 
the President of the Board of Trade for the 
imposition of a duty of 25 per cent. on mm- 
ported wrought enamelled hollow-ware ‘‘of a 
description commonly used for domestic pur- 
poses.”” * 

Labour and Liberal members threw scorn on 
the idea that safeguarding duties had any 
real beneficial effect on the industries of the 
country, but Sir Philip Cunliffe-Lister made 
a good case for this particular trade by. point-

When Mr. Alexander, the Co-operative 
member for Sheffield, protested against the 
infraction of Free Trade principles, Sir John 
Power congratulated the hon. member on 
having introduced a new slogan, ‘‘ Sweated 
goods for co-ops.”

LIMERICK DIOCESAN 
SYNOD. 
DR. WHITE ON THE 
SUPPLY OF CLERGY.

At the annual meeting of the Limerick 
Diocesan Synod, yesterday, the Bishop (Dr. 
H. Vere White) devoted the greater part of 
his address to the shortage of clergy. 

He said that the diminution in recent years 
of candidates for Holy Orders has been so 
persistent that curacies, and even incum- 
bencies, may remain vacant month after 
month. The Church is attempting in many 
ways to cope with the situation. The com- 
plaint heard in former years about the miser- 
able pay and prospects of a clergyman can no 
longer be based on fact. Very few pro- 
fessional men in their “twenties” can, in Ire- 
land, secure a better income than the young 
curate; and his prospects of a living wage in 
a rectory are good, if not certain. “Under 
the pension scheme, which is now spending 
about £30,000 a year in providing for aged 
or infirm men, a clergyman can look forward 
to at least a modest provision when the evil 
days of permanent illness come to him. Then, 
again, the bursaries, administered by a Com- 
mittee of Bishops, enable men to meet a sub- 
stantial part of their training expenses in a 
way which completely saves their self-respect. 

It does not seem to me that, though some 
men are, unhappily, still badly provided for, 
there is much substance in the “ poverty ”’ 
explanation of the scarcity of clergy. Possibly 
we may find some light on the problem if we 
look in other directions. 

Life is fuller, and more interesting in some 
ways than it was fifty vears ago. People are 
having a better time. That is excellent. We 
wish the good things of life to be more and 
more widely enjoyed. It is delightful to see 
young people, well dressed and well. fed, 
amusing themselves. But play cannot take 
the place of honest work; and true men 
and women will not be produced by feverish 
and whole-time devotion to sport and games. 
And the frantic absorbtion in mere play on 
the part of many of the well-to-do infects 
society with a poison which works havoc in 
wide circles. Though a confirmed disbeliever 
in the reality of ““ good old times,” | fear 
that @ flippant temper is common. The 
essential gravity of our brief life ie not 
sufficiently remembered, and the whole 
atmosphere is such that men who once would 
have heard a call from God to the Ministry 
are now deaf or heedless. 


FREEDOM OF OUTLOOK. 


Again, I feel sure that many men of virile 
character and keen brains are deterred from 
seeking Holy Orders by a feeling that they 
may find their thoughts unduly fettered; and 
that, as clergymen, freedom in outlook on the 
greatest subjects is denied to them—at least 
so far that, if they exercise such freedom, 4 
they will be branded and penalised as '“ un- 
safe men.” In my opinion, the difficulty 
indicated is itself unreal or exaggerated. It 
has not the dignity of being ‘‘a spectre of 
the mind.” It is a mental bogey, which 
would often be exorcised by half an hour's 
quiet talk with some experienced friend. The 
clergy are not tied and bound with a chain cf 
minute mental rules. Their feet are set in a 
large room, and they rightly resent the notion 
that it is unbecoming on their part to be in 
closest touch with the conclusions of men of 
science and philosophy and historical 1e- 
search; and to be, in conviction and 
knowledge, ‘‘ up-to-date '” in such matters. 

The question of the supply of men for the 
ministry concerns us all. [It is not one chiefly 
for the clergy. It touches the spiritual in- 
terests of every man, woman and child in the 
Church. We all should put before grow 
boys the possibility that they might.4#@ their 
life-work in the ministry. i 

We must not plagy.idlse with our Church 
laws and with -<owmon-sense as to the neces- 
sary qualifications of ordination candidates. 
The byshops and their examining chaplains 
have,ho sanction given them by the Church 
tefrower the accepted standzrd in any respect. 
On the contrary, it is clear that when the 
standards of knowledge and ability are being 
steadily raised for doctors, accountants, 
sailors and soldiers, it would be a disaster to 
allow weak ‘‘ good nature ” to induce us to 
admit to the office of teachers and watchmen 
in God’s House men not competent to instruct 
and lead.
